THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (NOTIFICATION) 

1905,  giving  a rate  of  ’6  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Cases  notified  : — Erysipelas,  1 ; Typhoid,  1. 

Erysipelas.  This  was  a simple  case  and  quickly  recovered. 

Typhoid.  It  was  impossible  to  trace  the  origin  of  this  case  satisfactorily. 

Tubercular  Diseases.  Three  deaths  have  been  returned  as  caused  by  this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria , nil. 

Measles.  A very  serious  epidemic  of  this  disease  affected  the  town  during  the  Autumn,  and  necessitated  the  closing  of 
all  the  schools  : fortunately  only  three  fatal  cases  occurred.  It  is  impossible  so  far  to  educate  the  public  to  realize  that 
the  complications  of  measles  are  dangerous. 


Drainage.  The  surface  drainage  is  regularly  inspected  and  attended  to,  both  by  flashing  and  cleansing  with  disinfee* 
tants.  The  water-course  at  the  upper  part  of  Angel  Street  has  been  repaired  and  a well-made  V-shaped  brick  gutter 
fixed,  this  is  a great  sanitary  improvement. 

The  neglect  of  closet  middens  by  the  lazy  is  still  a source  of  nuisance  during  the  Summer-months,  I am,  however,  glad 
to  state  that  much  improvement  in  this  respect  was  noticeable  during  the  hot  weeks  of  July  and  August. 

Dwelling  Houses.  Two  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with.  The  majority  of  the  cottages  are  dry  and  fairly 
well  lighted. 

Water  Supply.  This  is  derived  for  drinking  purposes  from  wells,  and  for  household  use  from  polks  and  the  river. 
Another  bore  at  the  depth  of  110  feet  has  been  made  during  the  year,  giving  another  public  supply  to  the  upper  part  of 
Angel  Street,  and  making  seven  public  pumps  now  in  use. 


Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector.  Inspections  made  to  cottages,  380.  Notices  served  to  empty  middens,  14,  as  against 
45  in  the  previous  year.  Notices  served  for  the  removal  of  refuse,  17. 

The  Slaughter  Houses , Dalce- Offices,  and  Lodging  House  have  been  inspected,  and  the  white-washing,  etc.,  attended 
to.  Several  drains  have  been  repaired  under  his  supervision.  Nuisances  have  been  abated  by  vorbal  request,  no  legal 
proceedings  have  been  found  necessary.
